South China - No 


missions were flown 
KH-4 mission 1026-1 J 


because of forecast adverse weather, 
flew over South China during the period; results are not yet 
available. 
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b. South China/ Laos - No TROJAN HORSE (SAC U-2) 
missions covered priority targets in the South China/Laos 
Border area. 


c. Sino-Indian Border - No U-2 missions were 
flown in the Sino-Indian Border area. KH-4 mission 1026-1 J 
flew over the area; results are not yet available. 

2. The m ost recent coverage of South China priority 
targets was acquired 

This coverage and other available information has provided no 
evidence of developments that require low-level reconnaissance or 
other special measures. 

3. Plans for U-2 coverage of the Sino-Indian Border area 
are being held in abeyance on direction of the 303 Committee. 
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4. The attached maps show;: 

a. The current 25 priority targets and 80 others in 
South China; 

b. The 60 COMOR targets in the Sino -Indian Border 
areas; and 

c. Black arrows at targets covered since 5 October. 
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
